GERMAN MASONS IN THE MIDDLE 
AGES. 


The following is an extract from a 
little work on the organization of the 
trades and handicrafts in Germany dur- 
ing the middle ages, by Ch. L. Stock, 
Magdeburg, 1845. Some of the customs 
of the stonemasons of these days strongly 
corroborate the opinion that Freema- 
sonry was originally closely connected 
with the real stonemasons, and that we 
are indebted for some of the noblest re- 
mains of Gothic architecture to the de- 
sign and co-operation of that Order. It 
is well known the journeymen of each 
craft bad their own manner of making 
themselves known to their brothers, and 
obtaining aid and protection whenever 
they stood in n of them. For this 
purpose each craft bad its peculiar mode

The 
order is to be deemed and taken as an 
ordinance, having the sanction and au- 
thority of the United States, for the reg- 
Milation of certain civil affairs therein 
specified within so much of the ter- 
ritory occupied by the military forces 
of the Uuited States, lately the theater 
of war, as is embrac within the 
second military district created by act 
of congress. 

Although some of the former political 
relations of the inhabitants are in abey- 
ance, their private relations, their per- 
sons and property, and their remedies for 
wrongs, remain as heretofore, within the 
cognizance of the local tribunals, and 
subject to the laws of the provisional 
hitherto in force, except so 
ar as such laws are in conflict with the 
constitution and laws of the United 
States, or with the regulations preseribed 
by the commanding general. 

Amongtbhe consequences necessarily 
incident to the military authority estab- 
lished by congress, and indispensable to 
the objects for which the authority is 
established, is the appointment and con- 
trol of the civil ageuts by whom and tlpe 
measures by which the government a:/ 
interim is te be conducted. In the exer- 
cise of this authority, such regulations 
and appointments will be announced 
from time to time as may become neces- 
sary; aud so far as these regulations con- 
cern the ordinary civil relations of the 
inhabitants, they will be administered 
by the courts and by the proper civil 
Officers in the usual course of procedure. 

Vhileit will not be convenient to re- 
spoud to particular inquiries made by 
citizens as to the interpretation and ap- 
plication of these regulations, such inter- 
rogatories will be answered when ad- 
dressed to the general commanding by 
the appellate courts of law and equity.

The Convention reassembled at the 
Prayer by Kev. J. R. 
‘ooper, of Georgia. 

Rev. Dr. W. F. Broaddus, of Virginia, 
offered a resolution providing that, in 
view of the necessity of great economy 
in the mavagement of the finances of 
the Convention in every department, the 
Sunday School Board be instructed to 
have all their printing done on the best 
terms possible. Adopted. 

Rev. R. H. Bagby offered a series of 
resolutions deprecating the practice of ob- 
taining contributions, through appeals to 
other motives than those which should 
prompt Christiavs to give for the spread 
of the gospel; and declaring that the sec- 
retaries and agents of the Con- 
vention should aim by imparting 
information and cultivating a spirit of 
true Christian benevolence, to create a 
solid basis on which our eflorts may 
rest. ? 

This evoked guite a spirited discus? 
sion, in which the modus operandi of 
agencies was pretty thoroughly re 
viewed, and no inconsiderable feeling 
shown. The resolutions were then with- 
drawn. 

NEBREW CONVERSION. 

The following resolution was offered 
by Rev. K. Furman, President, of Fur. 
man University, 8. 

Resolved, That it is our duty as Cnris- 
tians to labor and pray more earnestly 
for the conversion of the Jews, 

In support of the proposition the 
mover of the resolution remarked that 
it had long been his conviction that the 
Haptists had not bestowed proper atten- 
tion to the Hebrews. He had already 
brought the matter before his own peo- 
ple. Christians bad been too apt to re- 
gard these people as a stiff-necked race, 
upon whomit Was unnecessary to be- 
stow a prayer. He hadno sympathy 
with the Millerites and Cummingses. 
He wasno prophet, but he firmly be- 
lieved in the ultimate conversion of the 
Jews. Fer thousands of years the Jews 
have stood out inthe history of the world 
as a remarkable people. The speaker 
reviewed the position of the Jews in the 
days of the Prophets, and when the 
Savior taught on the earth. The 
Jews, notwithstanding persecutions in 
all countries and ages have always 
thrived. All attempts to destroy them 
have been in vain. The life of the nation 
is inextinguishable, and its representa- 
tives have ever borne a preeminent part 
in the affairs of the world, He alluded 
to the fact that three of Mapoleon’s 
greatest Marshals—Soult, Ney and Mas- 
sena—-were Jews, the latter having 
changed his name from Manasses to 
escape persecution. Count Metternich, 
the celebrated Minister, was alsoa Jew. 
The Jews were knewn in all lands as the 
great money lenders, nét only to the 


( 


people, but to kingdoms. A_ regent 
writer bad remarked that half a 
dozen Jews, sitting behind = their 


desks in Europe, could do more toward 
preserving peace by crying ‘‘no,’’ than 
all the peace conferences. The scales 
must ultimately fall from the eyes of the 
Jews, and they will be converted to the 
word of God. The holy light of God 
will shine upon then, sooner or later. 
The walls dividing them from the Chris- 
tian religion will be beaten down ; but 
by nostupenduous miracle that will as- 
tound the world. He did not so regard 
it. It was by the preaching of the gospel 
and the are of the godly, that the 
Hebrews will be saved. He wouid re- 
peat: ‘‘We are not doing our duty by 
the Jews. We have mission- 
aries among the heathen—wherever 
uncon verted are to be found. Where are 
our missionaries among the Jews ®’’ He 
thought missionaries shoyld be specially 
designated for this work ; but if this be 
impracticable, they could at least receive 
the prayers of Christians. ‘Brethren do 
you ever pray for the Jews? I put the 
question and pause for a reply.’’ His 
observation had been that during the last 
ten years he had heard of wo prayer 
having been offered up for the Jews. 
This was an indication of weakness of 
faith, and in appreciation of the cause of 
the Redeemer. His speech was a high 
tribute to the Jewish race, and he closed 
with an earnest appeal to the Conven- 
tion to give the question the attention its 
merits demanded. 

Rev. Mr. Renfroe, of Alabama, desired 
to state that a Hebrew citizen of his 
town, hearing that he had not sufficient 
means to defray his expenses te the Con- 
vention, obtained the deficiency from 
his own people and gave it to him. 
There were several Hebrew children in 
his Sunday School. In the Jacksonville 
Sunday School, there were two children. 
They entered it because invited, and he 
was satisfied that if more efforts were 
made the number would be largely 
swelled everywhere. 

Rev. J. W. D. Creath of Texas, alluded 
to the conversion, many years ago, of a 
Hebrew, who became an earnest worker 
in the cause of Christianity ; he heartily 
indorsed Dr. Furman’s remarks. There 
are now ove husdred converted Jewish 
Rabbis in this country and England 
preaching the word of God.
